The election of President of Jack¬

son Ward was proceeded with.
Charley Young of the Second Pre¬
cinct made a most eloquent speech
lu placing John Mitchell, Jr.,In nom¬
ination and theassemblage applaud¬
ed him to the echo. Several speech¬
es seconding the nomination were
made. The convention was polled
and all of the delegates voted in fa¬
vor of John Mitchell, Jr. but W. W .

Only of the First Precinct, the vote
being 19 to 1. A motion to make it
unanimous was carried amidst the
greatest applause.
A committee consisting of Benj.

Scott, Henry Hunter,W. H. Quarles
and Joseph Adams ,was appointed
to wait upon Mr. Mitchell and bring
him in. After the appointment of
the committee on resolutions, Mr.
Mitchell made a speech explaining
the situation, showing the need of a

compact organization. ,in order to
be prepared for the pernicious legis¬
lation which the Democrats had en¬
acted.
Republicans must get their trans¬

fers and register in order to main¬
tain |Republican 'supremacy in the
Ward. He described the present sit¬
uation in the country, and showed
that the attemptto Injure the color¬
ed men had reacted upon the men
who inaugurated the movement.

In case of .a vacancy bj death oi

other cause, the Advisory Commit
tee shall nam d his successor to act
who [shall call a ward conventioi
within ninety days from the timi
the vacancy occurred for the pur
pose of electiug a president of thi
ward.

Judge E. C. Minor, of tbe Law and
Equity Court on the 2let inst.,
granted a charter to the Virginia
Publishing Company. Tbe purpose
for which the company ts formed ls
to publish a weekly paper to be
known as the Virginia Baptist; also
for the purpose of conducting a gen¬
eral printing business. The capital
stock shall not be less than $500,
nor mers than $5,000, divided into
shares of $25 each. The officers for
tiie first vear are Z. D. Lewis, presi¬
dent; G. W. Hayee, Lynchburg, vice-
president; Jamee H. Hayes, secreta¬
ry; J. E. Jones, treasurer. The di¬
rectors are the above and D. Web-
eter Davis, S. E. Griggs and W. F.
